Where did this meeting take place? 

A. In Gloucester, Massachusetts at a home on Marsh Road. 
Did you make further payments thereafter to Mr. George? 
A. Yes, I made another fifteen hundred dollar payment 

to him. 

Now the first time you met Mr. George, what discussions 
did you have with him? 

A. We had discussions about the making, manufacturing of 
methedrine and also the synthesis of phenyl two propnone, 


also calied P2P. 


You discussed methedrine. What is methedrine as compared 


to methamphetamine or amphe*amine? 


A. Methedrine is a generic name; methamphetamine is a 


hydrochloride, and amphetamine is another name for Speed. 
And, are methamphetamine and amphetamine similar in terns 
of their characteristics? 

A. They are similar, methamphetamine being the stronger 
of the two. 

Methedrine is the same as methamph ‘tamine? 

A. That is correct. 

And, you used the term "Ketone"? 

A. Ketone refers to the general group of chemicals and 
phenyl two propion, or P2P, falls in that group. 

What arrangements did you make with Mr. George when you 
first met him? 

A. Arrangements made upon the payment of fifteen hundred 
dollars, he would give me detailed oral notes on the syn- 
thesis of methedrine. 

Would you explain what you mean by detailed oral notes? 
A. Yes..He would dictate to me one page of notes at each 
session on the exect steps, procedures and methods of 
producing methedrine by the long time process. 

You said for the synthesis of methedrine. What do you mean? 
A. Synthesis means manufacture. 


What did you indicate in terms of your willingness to pay 


this money over to him? 

A. I told him I was willing to meet that price. 

Who were you doing this in association with? Anyone else? 
A. Yes, in corporation with Mr. Jay Leavitt. 
Thereafter, did you have a meeting with Mr. George to 

go into this oral dictation, as you described it? 

A. Yes. 

Where did the first session take place? 

A. At his house;outside his house on the lawn. 
Approximately how long did it last? 

A. About 2-1/2 hours. 

Basically, what took place at that session? 

A. The payment of five hundred dollars for each session, 
he would dictate one page, the equivalent of one page, 
of type written notes to me. 

You say the equivalent of one page. What do you mean? 
A. I would take the notes in longhand and go out and 
type them out and return at a later date and read them 
back to him.

What would you do after receiving the notes on each 
occasion? 

A. I would go home, type them up and return the following 
week to Mr. George and read them back to him, and he 
would correct me if I made any mistakes. 

How long did you keep the typed notes in your possession? 
A. Up until 1975. 

What did you do with the typewritten notes, thereafter? 


A. Surrended them to the D.E.A. agents in Boston. 
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Was it surrendered to anyone in Burlington? 
A. I surrendered the short version of the notes to the 
head agent of the Burlington office. 
Agent Handoga? 
A. Yes, Agent Ted Handoga. 
Was Agent Burttram present at that time?

Was there any cdor given off by the manufacturing process? 
A. Yes, a very pungent, unripe-type odor. It varied as 
to the stage the reaction was in. 

During--did any of those present there se any of the 
Speed that was manufactured? 

A. Myself, and Mr. Leavitt tested it first; a few milli- 
grams. 

What about Mrs. Leavitt? 

A. No, she did not. 

Now was there a point in time when you met with Mr. George 
with respect to this Speed? 

A. Yes, there was. 

And, approximately how long after it was manufactured did 
this take place? 

A. I met Mr. George the following day on the banks of 

the Charlies River opposite M.I.T. Research Laboratories. 
What discussion did you have with Mr. George? 

A. We discussed the reaction and the total success of 

the reacion, and I --took out a vial of the white crystaline 
amphetamine rock and showed several chunks to Mr. George. 
And, what did Mr. George say about it? 

A. He said he was highly pleased with my results of the 


first reaction. If he were rating it on a scale "A" 
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through "D,”" he would rate it A minus. 

Any discussion at that point in time during the meeting 
on the ba.:ks of the Charles with Mr. George with respect 
to obtaining other chemicals? 

A. Yes, there was. 

What was said in that respect? 

A. I told him we now needed larger quantities of dhemi- 
cals to make more amphetamine each time. 

What, if anything, did Mr. George indicate in terms of 
supplying it? 

A. He told me how much it would cost, and I told him I

A. Exhibit "16" clearly shows the Wingersheek location. 
This was the summer of 1974 location? 

A. That is correct. 

And, during the summer of 1975, did you have occasion to 


see any type of automobile being used by Jay Leavitt? 
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A. Yes. 

What type of automobile was that? 

A. A 1972, approximately a 1973 blue Vista Qrysler 
staticn wagon. 

Would you look at the photographs and see if you see a car 
which appears to be similar to that, or is that the one? 
A. Exhibit "16" shows the station wagon. 

Is it marked in any way on that photograph? 

A. Yes, it is marked with a blue circle. 

Now, did you have occasion at that point in time to as- 
certain from Mr. Leavitt as to whether or not he used 
again this location? 

A. Yes, he told me the end of last summer he was using 
the Wingersheek location again which we used the previous 
summer which was now being used as a summer home by hig 
wife's cousin, Mr. Pappalardo. 

Who rented the location in the sununer of 1974? 

A. Summer of 1974, Mr. and Mrs. Leavitt rented the cottage. 
And, to get back to where we were following the manufacture 
of the ten ounces on Station Street, what did you do with 
your part of the ten ounces? 

A. I sold it to my -ustomers. 

What did Mr. Leavitt do with his? 

A. Soid some on the North Shore, took a portion---

A. Mr. and Mrs. Leavitt went to Cape Cod and found a

Approximately how much was manufactured? 


A. Approximately a half pound. 
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What was done with it? 
A. It was cut with dextrose and then sold in Newburyport, 
Massachusetts. 
And, was the laboratory moved thereafter? 
A. It was moved after another batch of P2P was synthesized. 
Was a batch of Speed made from the batch of P2P? 
A. That is correct. 
Where was the laboratory moved thereafter? 
A. It was moved to Wingersheek Beach area of Gloucester, 
Massachusetts. 
How was the laboratory packed up? 
A. The laboratory was packed as on previous occasions in 
boxes, insulated, and I would take half of it, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Leavitt take the other half. 
Who packed the equipment on that occasion? 
A. All three of us. 
We are now in about August of 1974?

A. Yes, he appeared thereafter with the chemicals in 
our rented car. 

And, did any manufacturing take place? 

A. Well, it had already been done. 

After Mr. George got back with the chemicals? 

A. They were stored for a subsequent period of time. 
Was there a point in time, thereafter, shortly after that 
time when you got back the Thunderbird when you went to 
Carriage House Hotel in Winfield, Massachusetts? 

A. Yes, I had to go to await the process of the ampheta- 
mine which I had distributed to the South Shore; not 
jeden the people to come to the laboratory location 

I directed them to come to the motel with the cash. 

What took place while you were at that motel? 

A. My activities were disrupted or interupted by the 
Massachusetts State Po ice. 

How would you describe the Massachusetts State Police 
interrupted your activity? 

A. They arrested me for having an unauthorized motor 
vehicle. 

And, this was also on the occasion when you were picked 
up for possession of controlled substances? 


A. Yes, I had a small amount of amphetamine substance on 
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my presence. 
And, were you incarcerated for any length of time. 
A. No. 

What did you do after being released by the police? 


A. I returned to the Wingaersheek laboratory and informed 


Mr. Leavitt what had happened. 


And, what effect, if any, did this incident have onyour 
relationship with Mr. Leavitt? 
A. It started a shift in our relationship. It was 
beginning to become strained. 
And, what effect did this have on your relationship, if 
any, with Mr. George? 
A. Oh, my relationship with Mr. Georg: was also becoming 
strained. 
Could you observe any change in the relationship between 
Mr. George end Mr. Leavitt? 
A. Yes, they were becoming very much close. 

MR. CLEVELAND. Pardoi’ me, may I have the 
answer read back.

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How did the contac! result? Did Mr. Leavitt contact 
you? How would you describe it? 
When he could fit me into the schedule.

A. From there, I took Mr. George and his mother to down- 
town Gloucester. At this time, Mrs. George departed the 
vehicle and proceeded to grocery shopping. From there, 
Mr. George directed me to the First National Seafood 
Market where he said he was going to exchange a melon 
which he had got that was overripe; he did. From there, 
he cook me to Tony's Fruit Market and we spent approxi- 
mai.ely tw> hours in Tony's Fruit Market. 

What were you doing? 

A. Purchasing fruit and discussing what I was interested 
in chemicals ané equipment I was interested in purchasing. 
fwo hours seems quite a long time. Did you spend a little 
time on the fruit? 

A. A lot of time on the fruit. 

Skipping over that, what conversations did you have there? 
A. I asked Mr. George if he would supply me with some 


chemicals and he said he could. I told him, in particular,- 
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I was interested in purchasing themethylink for making 
acid. 


What was his response to that? 


A. He said "You are interested in making methamphetamine?" 
I said, "Yes, I was”. 

Any talk about P2P at this time? 

A. Yes, there was. 

What was that talk? 

A. I asked him if he could supply me with a quantity of 
P2P for acetone. He said he could not, it was highly con- 
trolled by the Government and they were watching it, but 
he offered, if I was inter+ ted. in soliciting his re- 
search work, he wo. * look up the fo mula for me, so I 
could make it for a ire. 

Now, going back to these methjidne: and uformic acid, what 
was his response to that and the fact you were going to 
make Speed? 

A. He also asked me what I did, and I said, “Well, I made 
a product; I made the product and I did it once or twice 

a year and made enoug® profit off it so x: did not have to 
have a legitinr te job". 

Now did there come a time when you asked if he could fill 
an order for you? 

A. I don't understand the question. 

Did you ask him if he could fill this order for you?

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A. For what product? 

The methylene and uformic acid. 

A. I did, yes. 

What was his response? 

A. He told meth ylen@ was a hard substitute to ccme by. 
Ha could purchase it, and he believed that was under the 
control of the Government, and that he would have no 
problem getting it because he has been dealing with the 
various chemical companies since he was 12 years old. 
Now did there come a time when you asked him how long it 
would take to place an order? 

A. Yes. 

What was his response? 

A. He stated if I was interested in purchasing glassware, 
it would take a day for the order to be filled, but if I 
was purchasing any chemicals, it would take anywhere from 
seven to ten days for the order to be filled, and the 
price would depenéc upon the difficulty in getting the 
product; it would be a certain percentage above the cost 
ef the item. 

So you did ask him how much it would cost? 

A. Yes. 


How did he respond? 


A. Depending on the difficulty , it would be tacked onto 


the price. 
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Did Mr. George ask you if you had ever done this before? 
A. Yes, he did. 

What was your response? 

A. I said I had, and after every time I mage my product, 
I destroyed the equipment. 

Did yov ever talk equipment with Mr. George? 

A. Yes, I did. 

What conversation did you have? 

A. I asked him if he could supply me with glassware to 
manufacture a product, and he said he could. 

Did you indicate what you had done with your equipment 
that you had used previously? 

A. I stated I had broke it all up so I wouldn’t be 
detected. 

Did there come a time when you asked Mr. George what his 
occupation was? 

A. Yes, there was. 

What was his response? 

A. Mr. George stated to me he had an Associate Degree from 
Franklin Institute in Boston and that he often tutored 
chemistry to various high school students in the area; he 
also stated that he did do research work and would supply 
chemicals and other apparatus for individuals when they 
desired to purchase it from him. 


Did he ever ask you why you didn't buy the chemicals your- 
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self? 

A. Yes, he did. 

What .as your response? 

A. I stated if I was to buy all the products myrelf, 
there would be a greater chance of me being apprehended. 
During this time period, first of all, you got the 
chemistry background? 

A. That is correct. 

Now did Mr. George kind of feel you out to see what you 
knew about chemistry? 

A. Yes, we had a talk about chemistry in general. He 
told me he was interested in biochemistry. I indicated I 
was interested more in analytical chemistry. 

What kind of feeling did you get about his background? 
A. I was very impressed with his knowledge ana cause of: 
his background. 

During these conversations, did Mr. George ever state that 
he had produced any substances? 

A. Yes, he did. 

What did he state? 

A. He stated that he produced everything from LSD co 
cocaine. 

Was there any talk about the work you could do? 

jobs being available? 


A. Yes, sir. I asked Mr. George if he knew if there was 
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A. Myself, Special Agent Hosty, a student trainee with 
our bureau at that time, John Donnelly, and Mr. George.

(By Mr. O'Neill) Did there come a point in time also in 
January of 1975 when you had occasion to go to Mr. Daniel 
George's residence in Glouce.ter, Massachv7etts? 
A. Yes, I went with a man by the name of Deke. 
What was the purpose in going there? 
A. To serve as an introduction to see him about producing 
wpetamines. 
To see who? 
A. Daniel George. 
On that particular occasion, why was Deke along? 
A. To sort of ensure Danny that I wasn't a narc or any- 
thing like that. 
Now, did you discuss with Mr. George anything to do with 
a formula for making methamphetamine? 
A. Yes, I did, 
Would you relate that discussion please, basically? 
A. I was told Peter Roy had given him an amount of money 
to do some research on a better way of producing ampheta- 
mines and something about producing their own P2P. 


Did Mr. George give you any indication as to whether he 
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knew how to manufacture methamphetamine or P2P? 

A. Yes, he did. ; 

What did he say in that respect? 

A. He said he knew a way for each process. 

Did he say anything to you concerning his willingness to 
supply a formula for the manufacture? 

A. Yes, he did. He said he would give it to us. 


Was there any price talked about? 


A. Peter had said he gave him $600 for research to look 


into it. 
Did Mr. George give any indication at that meeting as to 
whether that was suitable? 
A. He didn't deny it. 
Now was there a point in time shortly thereafter when you 
had some telephone communication with Mr. George concern- 
ing chemicals? 
A. Yes. I called him at hig home in Gloucester and told 
him we needed certain chemicaJ]~ to make P2pP. 
What did Mr. George say to you in that re: pect? 
The cheuicals would amount to about five hundred dollars.

Do you recall the quantity? 

A. One or two quarts, I am not sure.

Now was there a point in time shortly thereafter when you 
‘rented a location in New Hampshire? 

A. Yes, sir. 

What was the purpose of that? 

A. TO produce P2P. 


And, at that point in time when you rented the location, 


did you have the formula for P2P? 


A. I had a formula, yes. 

Where had you obtained it? 

A. I had one of my own, and I obtained the second one 
from Daniel George. 

Approximately when did you receive that one from Daniel 


George? 
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A. Middle of January of 1975. 

Do you recall how much, if anything, the formula cost? 
A. It didn't cost anything. 

And was tuere a point in time thereafter when you began 
to manufacture P2P and methamphetamine? 

A. Yes, middle to late January, we started. 

And, where did you obtain the equipment? That is to say, 
chemicals and laboratory apparatus in which to do this? 
A. The stuff, we had some, but the stuff we needed, we 
obtained it from Danny. 

Do you recall initially how much money you laid out for 
the various items you paid out for various items? 

A. About $2,000 for different items. 

.This was money you paid Mr. George? 

A. Some of it, yes. . 

Do you recall, approximately, how much of that you paid 
to Mr. George? 

A. Five hundred to one thousand dollars. 

Was one of the items purchased a heating mantel? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Do you reca.il offhand how much that cost? 

A. Five hundred dollars. 

Had you ever priced them on the market? 

A. No, I haven't looked at exactly what the price was. 


Did Mr. George charge you five hundred dollars? 
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A. Yes. 

Did you have any difficulties with that? 

A. I dor't understand. 

Did you have any difficulties with the operation of the 
heating mantel? 

A. Oh, yes. I wasn't quite sure of the procedure how 
to use it. 

Did there come a point in time you learned how to use it? 
A. Yes. 

How did you learn that? 

A. Danny showed me, instructed me. 

Do you recall where it was that he instructed you, or 
when it was, approximately? . 


A. No, I don't. 


Would it have been around the point in time we have been 


discussing? 

A. Yes. 

When Mr. George showed you how to do it, would you des- 
cribe how it was he showed you? That is to say, did you 
do it, or did he adjust the mantel, or did you adjust it? 
Did you tell him, or did he tell you? How would you des- 
cribe it? 

A. He told me what to do. 

Did he touch the mantel at all? 


A. No. 


Was the mantel present in the room when you were talking 
about it? 

A. No, I don't think it was. 

What is a heating mantel? 

A. A piece of equipment. It sets in a heating jacket 
and the mantel is a round glass knob itself. 

ts it used for heating up various things in the laboratory 
process? 

A. Yes. 

Now was there a point in time when you received a formula 
for methamphetamine from Mr. George? 

A. Yes, there was. 

Do you recall approximately when that was? 

A. Early February. 

Do you recall where it was that you received the formula; 
physically, where you were? 

A. I was in Peter Roy's car. 

Who else was present in the car? 

\. Peter Roy and Danny George. 

Fow did you receive the formula? J- what form? 

A. He dictated it to us; we wrote it down. 

Now, did Mr. George say anything to you about his willing- 
ness to come to the location where you were manufacturing? 
A. No, he wouldn't come there. 


Did he say anything to you about his willingness to assist 
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you in the manufacture of the final product? That is 
to say, Speed? 
MR. COSGROVE. He is leading the witness. 
THE COURT. We'll sustain the objection. 
(By Mr. O'Neill) What, if anything, did Mr. George say 
concerning the process itself and his participation? 
A. Well, if we had any problems we could get in touch 


with him. 


Did you have any telephonic communications with Mr. George? 


A. Yes, I called him once while we were making some 

P2P. We had a problem which layer we were to distill. 
What did Mr. George say to you with respect to that? 

A. He suggested we wash the upper layer with distilled 
water and carry on from there. 

Did you have difficulty with the vacuum pump? 

A. Yes, we had. It was making a lot of noise. We didn’t 
know how to adjust it properly. 

What did you do about that? 

A. Got together with Danny, and he set it up and showed 
us how to run it properly. 

Now was there a point in time thereafter when you produced 
amphetamine and P2P for awhile? 

A. Yes, from February to April. 

Do you know approximately how much you made over that 


period of time? 


A. Thirty ounces. I am not sure. 

Did you have occasion, from time-to-time, to need chemi- 
cals and other apparatus? 

A. Yes. 

Where did you obtain those? 

A. From Danny. 

What, if anything, did you say to Mr. George concerning 
what you were doing with the chemicals and apparatus? 

A. Nothing, really. 

Was there ever any discussion what you were using the 
Chemicals for? 

A. Yes, it was common knowledge we were making empheta- 


mines between us. 


Now when you received chemicals from Mr. George, what form 


were they in? In other words, bottlee. boxes, plastic 
bags, how would you describe the form they were in? 

A. Plastic bottles. One was a crystal plastic bag. 
What type of labels were on them? 

A. No labels. They were just indicated by the solution 
or one of the reductor means.

Did you ever make any inquiry about those to Mr. George? 
A. I asked him, but he wanted to keep it secrét. 

Now when you wanted chemicals or other apparatus from Mr. 
George, would you describe the process you went through 
to obtain them, if there was a regular process? 

A. I would call him--we never talked over the phone-- 
made arrangements to see him at his house or somewhere 
else, and we discussed what we needed, and he would give 
us a price , and when we had the money we would give it 
to him, and when he jot the equipment, he would call us, 
and we would pick it up. 

When you spoke with Mr. George, what, if anything, did you 
call Speed, if you called it anything other than Speed or 
amphetamine? . 

A. I don't understand. 

Did you have a word to describe amphetamine when talking 
with Mr. George, other than the term "amphetamine" or 
"Speed"? 

A. Product. 

Did Mr. George indicate to you where he was getting his 
chemicals and equipment? 

A. Wo, sir. 

Now after you called Mr. George and indicated what you 
wanted, how did you actually, physically obtain the items? 


A. When he got them, he would call us, and we would go 
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and pick them » and make arrangements to meet somewhere. 
Did you own any type of vehicle during this period of time? 
A. Yes, a Dodge van. 
Was that ever used? 
@,. Yes, he used it once. 
When you used "used it once," what did he do with it, 
or say what he was doing with it?
